Ill l.SC.'.t tlie Sluikonslia iemplc at ilvil- 
daii was erei-ted I'ur the wcir.-.lii|) of llie 
cipirits rif tliose wlio fell lighting nor 
tlie .Milcado in the war against the 
SlingniKs, and nince that tiim- llio nani '.'i 
of oilier lieroi'S have been added lo tiie 
glioslly company wliu Hit unseen on the 
iiiat-eovered lluorn of tlie quiet, unlit 
Shinto temple. Those who fell in the 
'Siign troubles of 18T3 were admitted to 
the ranks of the gods housed therein, 
lho«e Who died iu the Satsuma rebel- 
lion— the lae't st-aud of tlie Samurai— 
anil the dead of the China-.Iapan war 
of ten ycar.s ago, were all admitted 
with cereinonietj sncli as that whieii 
todU place a few daytj ago. And now 
the siildiens who ftfJl before the Ilus- 
siaiis have been admitted to Jive in the 
uimMiouso iu fellowship with the sol- 
dier .suirit.s. 

Tlie iSliaUonslia is a Shinto tetnple, 
built according to all the tenetti of 
'8liiiito .•U'chitectnre. Carving, over- 
liaiigiiig riiol's, profii.<e beam work and 
iiii|iaiiited wiiijil, |iii|is1ri1 by tlie weath- 
er; it is as iniiny other ,Shinlo ti'inpIcK 
I have tieeii. The mats are bare, ilc- 
voicl of furniture; oiiiy the mirror 
wliieli is to Jiiliggest the jiurity of the 
soul, anil the plain bencliecs for the few 
.•iiliiiilted to this strange festival, .are 
licneath the roof. The inner t^JiriiK' 
stands in a great courtyard, with a palr 
sailiiig all alioiit. Now the paiiisading 
is draped with a long white cloth-- 
while cloth — while is ii-sed for iiiiilirii- 
ing ill .lapaii, not black— adorned with 
the JCniperor's crest, the sixteen Ic.ifed 
elir.vsaiithcninni. There is an (inter 
t-iiriiie. wliicli is built in the palisade, 
and there tlie enniiiioii cniwd may Wor- 
s!ii]i. There tlioii-^auds liave Incn wor-

The rail\\ay is iiitact from 
the inorth to Wafangtien, but is com- 
pletely destroyed from their to Pulan- 
dien.

able address on "Animal 'riibereiilosis iu 
Their Uelation to llunian Health." Dr. 
Ilavenal detailed with exactness the ad- 
vanceiueut made in the study of con- 
sniuption since Koch (.if Herliii, made 
his fatuous discovery of the inbercnlu 
bacillu.s, and said that in the course of 
many years' experience he had not fniiiid 
any aiiiuials tliat were iiumiiiie from tu- 
beri-iilosis. The lecturer vigorously eoin- 
batted the oliiiiinii of Ivncli and nlhers 
thai lliere is an essential dilTereliee be- 
tween liumaii and Imvilie liibereiilo.sis, 
and cited n large number of experiiiienis 
in support of his view that these were 
pnu'tically identical. While admitting 
that tlie majority of cftses of consunip- 
linn were due tn iiifeeti'Mi by inhalation, 
he nhiinied liiat a cmisideralile iiereeiil- 
■iL'e enilld be deliiiiti'ly iraeed lo infee- 
liiin through tli.' digeslivi' 'Iraci by food, 
liart ieiilarly milk and meal. The tew 
figures available seemed tn iinlieate thai 
alaiiii ir» iier eenl nf eliildren's cases were 
due tn the latter cause. He had no

Tlio Okaiiagiin valley is by far the 
lie.st known m'ction of Hritisji Cohmi- 
liia to -.Manitoba jieople, and E\Iani- 
tobans are to be founii scattered froiii 
one end of it to the other, a condition 
of alTairs that has been brought about 
almost entirely within the last seven 
year.s since i lirst lived on the upper 
portion of the valley. 

'.Ntaiiilolians make .good settiei-is in ihi.H 
])roviiiee, for as a clas« they will coni- 
liai-e favorably in tlirift ;ind "iiilelligeneo 
with people from any part of Canada; 
;ind the obstacles to be overcome in 
this country by settlers on uncleared 
lauds appear easy to them after having 
pioneered it on the great plains. 

In a trip I made from Penticton to 
\'ernon last fall to attend the annual 
lair there, I was constantly meeting peo- 
ple from the prairie province all along 
the route. They all appeared liai^py 
ami contented in their new homes and I 
failed to hear a word of complaint or 
dissatisfaction from any one of them.

One pack- 
ing house in Ivelowna shipped an airer- 
age of live carloads a week for over 
two months last season. 

A choice lot of Northern Spy apples 
was shipped as far as Glasgow, Scot- 
land. 

l-'riiit raised in southern liritisli Co- 
iunibia is remarkably- free from worms 
and other Jiests, ami in te.xtnre and 
llavor coiiiiiares u-ell with tin.' best 
.u'rowii. A large iiuiiiber ot prizys at the 
.Spokane fruit fair are always awarded 
lu ISrilish Columbia grown fruit. 

The Xieola valley, altlmiigh not so 
wcdl known as the Ckaiiagaii, has a 
gooil reimtation throughout 1!. C. as a 
cat t le-rai>iiig district, and while growing 
a little fruit, such as ( berries, apples 
and the lianlii'r varietii.'s of plums and 
pears, iu favored spots, is not so well 
suited for general fruit growing for 
market purposes as the Okauagau and 
Siuiilknuiecu valleys, the altitude being 
too high iu the Nicola for peaches aud 
other sub-tropical fruits. 

While at present oeeuipying a very 
secondary place to the Okanagan from 
the fruit-grower's sland|)oint, <liie large-
